Detroit man charged in hit-and-run death

A Detroit man was arraigned 
April 22 on an alleged hit-and- 
run felony offense of a Romulus 
teen-ager last Friday between 
Merriman Road and Michigan 
Avenue in Wayne. 

Daniel Meloche, 17, was 
taken to the University of 
Michigan Hospital where he 
was pronounced dead at 7:06 
a.m. April 20. 

A not-guilty plea was entered 
for Joseph Brady, 25, by 29th 
District Court Judge Carolyn 
A. Archbold. During the 
arraignment, Archbold shared 
her sympathy with the family 
and friends of Meloche, but she 


also reprimanded an indi- 
vidual in the group who 
allegedly made a threat 
against a court officer. 

“I will not tolerate that be- 
havior, M Archbold said. “When 
the officers bring in Mr. Brady, 
we’re all going to behave civil- 
ized here.” 

Archbold informed Brady 
the charge he is being accused 
of is a felony which carries a 
maximum of five years in jail 
and up to a $5,000 fine. 

Brady has no previous cri- 
minal record, according to 
Wayne police Lt. Dan Randall. 

“There was only a small 
matter in Westland,” Randall 
said. “The evening of the inci- 
dent. we received a call from 


his (Brady) attorney, who said 
his client turned himself in.” 

Brady had a full-time job and 
is married. His attorney, 
Michael Courtney, asked for a 
$5,000 personal bond which 
Archbold granted. 

A May 1 exam has been set 
for Brady at the Wayne Memo- 
rial High School auditorium be- 
fore Archbold. 

About 11:38 p.m. April 19, 
Meloche was walking south- 
bound on Merriman Road in 
the roadway, according to Ran- 
dall. 

“He was apparently walking 
home from his girlfriend’s 
house in Westland when he was 
struck by the vehicle,” Randall 
said. 


The vehicle, allegedly driven 
by Brady, sped away from the 
scene failing to stop and assist 
Meloche, according to Randall. 
The vehicle headed southbound 
on Merriman, west on Michi- 
gan Avenue. 

Police are still investigating 
the cause of the hit-and-run 
accident. A1 Wilkerson, Romu- 
lus High School counselor, re- 
members Meloche as a ‘good 
kid ’ who was trying his best to 
succeed. 

“He hasn’t attended this 
school for a couple of years,” 
Wilkerson said. “He was a good 
kid who had a lot of friends. He 
had a few school problems 
though.”

Romulus councilmembers 
approved the introduction of a 
zoning amendment for adult 
use regulation April 22. A 
second reading of the proposed 
amendment has to be approved 
before final adoption. 

Councilmembers, however, 
deliberated whether to intro- 
duce the amendment, which 
would affect adult-only facili- 
ties in the city. 

The debate came on the heels 
of recent court action declaring 
the special approval use provi- 
sion of the zoning ordinance re- 
lating to * ' adult uses unconsti- 


tutional. 

City attorney Norman Kohl- 
strand prepared a proposed 
amendment which included a 
conglomeration of studies 
gathered by various communi- 
ties in regards to the adult use 
regulation 


“The purpose of this ordi- 
nance is to regulate adult uses 
in order to promote the health, 
safety and general welfare of 
the citizens of this city and to 
protect against the spread of 
blight and to preserve the qual- 
ity of suburban life,” Kohl- 


strand said. 

“Nor does this ordinance res- 
trict or deny access by adults to 
such materials and com- 
munication as is protected by 
the First Amendment. This 
ordinance does not condone or 
legitimize the distribution of 
obscene material.” 

W’ithin the proposed amend- 
ment are the following stipula- 
tions for adult use facilities: 

• Must be 500 feet from any 
single-family or multiple- 
family residential zone. 

• Must be 500 feet from any 
public or private school.

Residents voice 


noise concerns

It was standing room only in 
the Radisson Hotel conference 
room where the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration staged a 
public information meeting 
April 18 for residents in West- 
ern Wayne County affected by 
airplane noise from the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport. 

FAA officials presented an 
explanation of the procedures 
to be tested, as well as the en- 
vironmental effects of a prop- 
osed test of noise-abatement 
procedures. 

Area residents, however, 
wanted immediate answers to 
their noise woes. 

“What noise existed in 1989 
still exists today,” a Dearborn 
woman said. “Our dishes rat- 
tle. Why isn’t Dearborn in- 
cluded on the list for improve- 
ment?” 

FAA officials informed the 
woman that the Dearborn area 
has a decibel level noise toler- 
ance which is acceptable. A de- 
cibel level more than 80 is not 
acceptable, according to FAA 
officials. 

Another Wayne County resi- 
dent told FAA officials an air- 
plane zooms over his house 
nearly every minute of the day. 

“If I want to sell it, I couldn’t 
get a decent price for my 
home,” the resident said. “No 
one is going to buy it.’ 

Another Dearborn resident 
reprimanded the FAA officials 
for “sugar coating the noise

problem with studies.” 

Richard Kruse, Romulus

Auto plant closes 
360 to lose jobs

A General Motors Service 
Parts Organizations ware- 
house in Romulus is closing its 
doors after making a home in 
the city for about three years. 

The shutdown will affect ab- 
out 364 employees, according 
to Duane Poole, director of 
public relations for GMSPO. 

“This facility really never 
operated as a functional ware- 
house,” Poole said. “We sell 
and warehouse parts for GM 
dealers and independent auto 
markets.” 

Poole explained GM is con- 
solidating across the country 
as a result of the recession. 

“We determined it wasn’t 
practical to keep the ware- 
house,” Poole said. “We had 
considered possible plans for 
it. ” 
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The warehouse is located at 
36501 Van Born Road. The 364 
employees are represented by 
United Auto Workers Interna- 
tional Union. 

The plant closing is sche- 
duled to be completed by June 1 
of this year, however, Poole 
does not have a specific date 
for the official closing of the 
warehouse. 

“The property will be up for 
sale,” Poole said. “We don’t 
have any plans to close any 
more facilities in Michigan, but 
we’re always looking for the 
best ways to operate.” 

All affected employees will 
be placed in the Employment 
Development Bank for possible 
job opportunitiess in the near 
future. 

The GMSPO warehouse is 
situated on about one million 
square feet on Van Born Road.

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Drunken drivers

Every year at this time, lives 
are lost as a result of driving 
under the influence of drugs or 
alcohol. 

Law-enforcement officials 
and members of various 
awareness groups such as 
Mothers Against Drunk Driv- 
ing and Students Against 
Drunk Driving are working to 
spread the word about these 
dangers. The threat, however, 
continues as is evidenced by 
local court dockets. 

Each year, area police de- 
partments step up the effort to 
caution drivers who choose to 
drive under the influence, to 
seek other alternatives or 
methods of transportation 

Awareness groups and law- 
enforcement agencies agree 
that the biggest penalty anyone 
can pay for driving under the 
influence, is the loss of their 
own or another individual’s 
life. 

Each year, MADD offers a 
program to area high schools to 
emphasize the potential for dis- 
aster when they drink and then 
get behind the wheel of a car 
and drive. 

“We’re trying to impress 
upon them that rather than the 
legal ramifications they will 


face if they are caught driving 
under the influence, we want 
them to think about the poten- 
tial for killing someone or 
themselves, or even maiming 
someone for life,” said Chris 
Schonfeld, volunteer coordina- 
tor for MADD. 

There is also another side to 
the drinking-and-driving story 
- getting caught by police. 
Police and court officials 
strictly enforce the penalties 
for driving under the influence. 

Drivers who are caught by 
police and convicted can ex- 
pect a lengthy ordeal that can 
last up to two years and cost 
them more than $2,000 by the 
time they are through, accord- 
ing to David Wiacek, 18th Dis- 
trict Court administrator. 

“Everything is at your ex- 
pense,” Wiacek said. “It’s 
costly and it’s embarrassing.” 

Wiacek described the typical 
procedures that occur from the 
time a driver is stopped to the 
time he has completed his sent- 
ence. 

After a driver is stopped by 
police, he is asked to step out of 
the car and the officer will 
assess him based on a variety 
of field sobriety tests. 

The driver is asked to walk a 
straight line, recite the 
alphabet and touch his finger to 
his nose.

“And they should remember 
that all of this is done out in the 
middle of the road, with lights 
flashing. It can be quite embar- 
rassing,” Wiacek said. 

The officer might also ask 
the driver to take a breath test 
at the scene, and then if the 
officer decides the driver is 
legally impaired, the driver is 
handcuffed, arrested and 
taken to the police department, 
where he will be put through 
the standard procedure of mug 
shots, fingerprints and another 
breath test, according to 
Wiacek. 

“Then they are given a big- 
ger and better breath test,” he 
said. “They have the option of 
blood and urine tests also. 

“If you do not wish to take 
one of these tests, your license 
is automatically taken and sus- 


pended, under the Michigan 
Applied Consent Law,” Wiacek 
said. 

If the driver does take the 
test and it registers at .10 or 
more, he is issued a ticket, and 
is sent to the local jail. 

At that time, he will be 
arraigned and then given the 
option to post bail, which can be 
from $100 to $500, and if he can- 
not post bail he is kept in the jail 
overnight or until he is deemed 
sober. 

Wiacek also refers to the 
time in court as embarrassing. 

“They should remember that 
this is court, and that court is 
public. Not only is there a judge 
there, there are other people,” 
he said. 

Judges at the 18th District 
Court in Westland will not 
accept a guilty plea, Wiacek 


said. Driving while impaired 
will cost the driver six points on 
his driving record, which is 
halfway to a suspended license. 

At the arraignment, a pre- 
trial date is set, which will 
usually be staged three to four 
weeks later. 

At the pre-trial, the driver’s 
attorney has the opportunity to 
meet with the prosecutor, at 
which time the attorney can try 
to bargain for a lessor charge. 

“Generally on a severe 
charge like this, you should get 
an attorney,” Wiacek said. 

“This is also a chance for the 
driver’s attorney and the pro- 
secutor to work out some equit- 
able solutions,” he said. 

Many first-time offenders 
can have the charge reduced 
from operating while impaired 
to operating while under the in- 
fluence. 

“Also it is a time when the 
driver is assessed for any alco- 
hol, controlled substance or 
narcotics problems,” Wiacek 
said. 

The assessment is done, 
prior to sentencing so that the 
judge can decide whether or 
not to send the driver to a re- 
habilitation program 

In Westland, drivers are 
automatically sent to a three- 
day education program which 
teaches them about the dan- 


gers of drinking and driving. 

This class is also at the ex- 
pense of the driver, and it can 
cost him $125. 

If the driver is found guilty, 
he will be fined up to $1,000 re- 
ceive a probation sentence, 
which can last as long as two 
years, and cost the driver as 
much as $240 per year, and be 
required to take part in an out- 
patient therapy program. 

Many drivers will also lose 
their driver’s license for 90 
days to six months. Sometimes 
the driver will be able to drive 
under restricted conditions. 

“In most cases, he will be 
able to drive back and forth to 
work or school,” Wiacek said. 

“If you are sitting at home at 
8 p.m., and you need a pack of 
smokes, you can’t get in your 
car and go get them,” he said. 

When the driver is permitted 
to drive again, there is another 
fee. He has to pay $65 to have 
his license reinstated with the 
secretary of state’s office. 

Wiacek hopes that all store 
owners and clerks who sell 
alcohol will pay strict attention 
to the age of the individual 
buying alcoholic beverages. 

“I hope they are on alert for 
underage buyers, and they 
should make sure they card 
people, who may be question- 
able,” he said.

Sgt. Thomas Vaughan of the 
' Westland Police Department 
will relive a haunting memory 
tonight as he and his partner 
Michael Terry are the subject 
of the national television show 
Top Cops. 

“It was kind of eerie watch- 
ing it again,” said Vaughan. 

In 1980, after being on the 
force for less than two years, 
Vaughan and Terry were cal- 
led to the scene of a family dis- 
turbance. Family disturbances 
are a regularity for police, but 
this call was far from regular. 
Vaughan and Terry would re- 
member it for the rest of their 
lives. 

“When we got there, the 
daughter and her boyfriend 
were out in front of the house. 
She said that her stepfather 
was beating up her mother,” he 
said. 

Vaughan and Terry entered 
the house. From the living 
room they could hear the 
woman screaming. They went 
upstairs and stood outside the 
bedroom. 

Then they pushed open the 
door. The man was holding his 
wife and he had a gun. As soon 
as he saw the two police offic- 
. ers, he turned and shot Terry. 
Then he fatally shot his wife in 
the back, and finally he turned 
and shot at Vaughan. 

“I was very lucky that he 
missed,” Vaughan said. 

In response, Vaughan re- 
turned fire and fatally wound- 
ed the gunman. 

At age 22. the young officer 
now knew the feeling of having 
killed someone for the first 
time. 

“I hope it’s the last time,” 
said the 12-year veteran.

Soldier visits with local school students

The Romulus Cory 
Elementary School fourth- 
grade class of Hattie English 
had a special visitor April 17. 

Sgt. Marc Courreges, United 
States Army staff medic, spent 
about an hour with the students 
giving them the rundown on 
what it was like to be in the Per- 
sian Gulf war. 

“We carried a red flashlight 
with us at ail times because the 
Iraq soldiers didn’t have infra- 
red goggles,” Courreges said. 
“We used three different colors 
of light; red, white and blue.” 

Courreges let the students 
take a look at his army helmet 
which had yellow tabs on the 
back. He told the students the 
yellow tabs allowed the other 
U.S. army soldiers to identify 
one another. 

“When you shine the flash- 
light on the tabs at night, it 
shows up on the helmet,” Cour- 
reges said. 

When a handful of United 
States pilots were shot down, 
Courreges explained to the stu- 
dents his unit was able to res- 
cue them by use of his flash- 
light. 


“Once we made contact with 
a helicopter, we could turn our 
blue light upside dow n in order 
for the helicopter to pick up on 
the radar,” Courreges said. 

The biggest fear for all the 
American soldiers was gas or 
chemical attacks, according to 
Courreges. 

“If you get chemicals on your 
hand, it could cause blisters,” 
Courreges said. “You need to 
wash the chemicals off im- 
mediately. You also have to 
carry your gas mask around 
with you at all times and be 
able to put it on in under 10 
seconds,” 

Courreges had the students 
time him as he pulled the mask 
out of the bag which w as strap- 
ped to his waist, and affix it on 
his head. He was able to put the 
mask in place in about seven 
seconds. 

“We had to put our masks on 
about 200 times,” Courreges 
said. “The longest we had to 
wear the mask was eight 
hours.” 

Courreges carried about 17 
pounds of equipment with him 
every day. He told the students 
he didn’t carry a weapon be- 
cause he is a medic in charge of 
helping those who are injured 


or sick. 

“We lived in tents for about 
six months,” Courreges said. 
“There were 12 guys to a tent. 
We had about 4,000 tents and 
8,000 people.” 

The students asked Cour- 
reges if he ate the packaged 
food, and if it was any good. 

“We ate those for the first 
month,” Courreges said. “Af- 
ter a month we set up a field 
kitchen. The packaged food is 
alright. You can live off of it.” 

Courreges displayed a num- 
ber of items on a table for the 
students to look at. The items 
included holy sand, Saudi Ara- 
bian money, army gear and a 
McDonald’s bag from Saudi 
Arabia. 

Courreges’ wife Peggy was 
with him in the classroom. She 
was holding their 9-week-old 
son Eric. Courreges received 
the news of his son’s birth while 
he was in the Persian Gulf. 

“I cried when I heard him 
cry on the phone,” Courreges 
said. “I literally balled m> 
eyes out. ” 

Courreges and his family re- 
turned to his army base last 
week in Myrtle Beach, South 
Carolina.

Newly appointed State 
Transportation Director Pat- 
rick Nowak presented the 
Romulus Chamber of Com- 
merce April 16 with an over- 
view of the goals and chal- 
lenges ahead for the Michigan 
Department of Transportation. 

Nowak was appointed by 
Gov. John Engler last January. 
He served as deputy county ex- 
ecutive for Oakland County for 
14 years before his appoint- 
ment. 

As deputy county executive, 
Nowak worked with commun- 
ity leaders, business people 
and various government agen- 
cies. His county responsibili- 
ties included serving two years 
(1989-1991) as chairman of Sub- 
urban Mobility Authority- 
Regional Transportation. 

Nowak explained to the audi- 
ence, based on his experience 
working in Oakland County 
government for 18 years, he is 
well aware of the problems of 
urban and suburban growth 
and the importance of trans- 
portation to the economy of the 
region. 

“I’m also very conscious of 
the fact that in my new role, my 
focus has shifted from the con- 
fines of Oakland County and 
from the transportation con- 
cerns of southeast Michigan to 
those of the whole state,” 
Nowak said. “Also, my respon- 
sibilities go beyond the state 
highway system. They extend 
to some degree to all other 
transportation modes.” 

Nowak said he believes a 
strong economy rides on a good 
transportation system. 


“We all know that the de- 
mand for good transportation 
continues to grow, and that pre- 
sents MDOT with a number of 
challenges we’re preparing to 
meet in the future,” Nowak 
said. “The most important 
challenge was outlined by 
President George Bush recent- 
ly when he challenged Con- 
gress to enact a transportation 
reauthorization program, 
which determines how our 
transportation dollars will be 
spent at the state level in the 
future.” 

The good news is the Bush 
proposal could mean as much 
as $100 million more to Michi- 
gan annually in the future to 
meet its transportation needs, 
according to Nowak. 

“MDOT has some concerns 
about federal funding for pub- 
lic transit and a few other 
things in the program, but 
generally the Bush package is 
a good one, and I urge you to 
support the proposal,” Nowak 
said. ' • 

Nowak pointed out traffic 
congestion is another chal- 
lenge facing MDOT. He said 
more highways is not the 
answer. 

“Michigan’s population in- 
creased four-tenths of 1 per- 
cent from 1980 to 1990,” Nowak 
said. “In the same decade, 
travel on state highways and 
roads went up 32 percent. Traf- 
fic in Michigan is projected to 
increase another 25 percent by 
the year 2000. 

“One exciting new approach 
to relieving urban traffic con- 
gestion is what’s called the In- 
telligent Vehicle Highway Sys- 
tem. Michigan is one of the 
states taking the lead in this

Romulus Mayor Pro Tern 
Randolph Gear recently 
attended the National League 
of Cities Conference in 
Washington, D.C., where city 
officials expressed their con- 
cerns about drugs taking over 
the communities, airport 
noise affecting residents and 
the need for a better educa- 
tional system.

“We talked about the need 
to prioritize federal spending, 
and reinvest these dollars into 
human needs resources.” 
Gear said. “There was full 
support for Head Start prog- 
rams, to insure that each 
child has a chance to develop 
at an early age.”

Other issues discussed in- 
cluded increasing investment 
in housing and community de- 
velopment as well as surface 
transportation, the environ- 
ment and health care.

Gear 
said. “Congress should not

long-term solution to the con- 
gestion program.” 

IVHS would include the use 
of computers, radar, video 
cameras and other equipment 
that would help speed and con- 
trol traffic through congested 
areas, and highways in Detroit 
would become a field labora- 
tory for research, according to 
Nowak. 

“MDOT is working on a $5 
million, three-year project to 
examine the merit of different 
types of radio communication 
to improve traffic flow by get- 
ting traffic advisory messages 
into the automobile,” Nowak 
said. “In fact, a key test area 
will be located on Interstate-94 
between Metro Airport and the 
Lodge Freeway.” 

Federal dollars are paying 
half the cost, and state and loc- 
al sources are paying the rest, 
according to Nowak. MDOT is 
also working with the Universi- 
ty of Michigan Transportation 
Research Institute and the En- 
vironmental Research Insti- 
tute of Michigan on this pro- 
ject. 

“And, of course, the Big 
Three "automakers and other 
major corporations like AT&T 
and Westinghouse are getting 
involved on a national level in 
the total IVHS effort,” Nowak 
said. 

Rehabilitating the aging 
freeways also presents MDOT 
with a major challenge in the 
future, Nowak said. Work is 
scheduled this year on 20 miles 
of 1-94 and that includes more 
than six miles of new concrete 
in the Jackson area and nearly 
14 miles of work in western 
Wayne County. 

“When that’s done, more

recommended municipalities 
oppose mandatory medicare 
taxes, social security taxes 
and Congress should reject 
any increase in borrowing 
and spending until the Nation- 
al Debt is under control.

than 95 percent of 1-94 from the 
Indiana border east to De- 
troit’s northern border will 
have been improved during the 
last eight years,” Nowak said. 

In the near future, Nowak ex- 
plained how 1-94 through De- 
troit will require a major over- 
haul over the next few years, 
which includes widening to 
eight lanes and replacement of 
most of the existing bridges. * * 

Cost for the project will be 
somewhere around a billion 
dollars, according to Nowak. 

“Here in the Romulus area, 
we expect to let a contract late 
next year for complete recon- 
struction of the 1-94 inter- 
changes with Merriman and 
Middle Belt Roads,” Nowak 
said. “The total cost will be 
more than 20 million dollars.” 

In conjunction with Wayne 
County, MDOT is involved in 
the proposed new south access 
to Metro Airport at Eureka 
Road. The project is expected 
to serve the proposed new 
south terminal and relieve traf- 
fic at Merriman and Middle 
Belt roads, according to 
Nowak. 

“MDOT is evaluating 
alternatives and working with 
local officials to develop the 
east-west highway to be built 
along West Road to connect I- 
275 on the west with 1-75 on the 
east,” Nowak said. “The dow- 
nriver area has needed that 
route for a long time. 

“The Transportation De- 
partment also has made a com- 
mitment to the City of Romulus 
and the developer of the prop- 
osed Metro World Centre to 
obtain federal approval for a 
new 1-94 interchange at Vining 
Road.

• Must be 500 feet from any 
church or other religious facil- 
ity or institution. 

• Must be 500 feet from any 
public park. 

• Must be 1000 feet from any 
other adult use. 

Kohlstrand presented coun- 
cilmembers with a study con- 
ducted across the United States 
involving adult use regulation. 
The overall aspect of adult 
businesses, according to the 
survey, show there may be a 
severe decline in residential 
property values located within 
one block of an adult business 
site. 

“There is an indication, 
based on the subjective opin- 
ions of real estate appraisers 
and lenders, that the introduc- 
tion of an adult business into an 
area adjacent to family- 
oriented, owner-occupied re- 
sidential neighborhoods may 
precipitate a transition to a

“It would connect the prop- 
osed 700-acre development to a 
realigned Goddard Road on the 
south side of the freeway at 
Metro Airport.” 

MDOT is also facing a num- 
ber of environmental chal- 
lenges in the near future, 
Nowak said. The 1990 Clean Air 
Act amendments mean MDOT 
will be working to expand their 
ride-sharing programs, ex- 
panding their network of car- 
pooling lots, which is already 
the largest of its kind in the 
country, and will be looking for 
more flexibility in their use of 
public transit funds. 

“Our department will be 
working hard to avoid acquir- 
ing any polluted property as we 
develop transportation pro- 
jects and making sure that our 
contractors don’t pollute the 
environment during construc- 
tion work,” Nowak said.. 


more transient, renter- 
occupied neighborhood,” Kohl- 
strand said.

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Resident receives welcome upon return from Gulf

Christopher Dearing didn’t 
realize until two weeks ago how 
popular he was. 

Dearing, 28, received a 
hero’s welcome when he came 
back to visit his hometown, af- 
ter spending months in Saudi 
Arabia. 

“More than 100 people were 
waiting at the airport when he 
came in,” said Annette Bren- 
nan, Dearing’s sister. “The 
security guard asked who was 
coming in when he saw all of 
the people. He said that he 
hadn’t seen such a large crowd 
for one person.” 

The welcome surprised 
Dearing and his wife, Lisa. 
Dearing, who is stationed in 
Las Vegas, had actually ar- 
rived back in the United States 
earlier in the month, and he 
and his wife were coming back 
to Michigan to visit with family 
and friends. 

“It was surprising,” he said 
of his welcome home party. “I 
didn’t think I knew so many 
people.” 

Seven years after graduating 
from Wayne Memorial High 
School, Dearing joined the Air 
Force. When he first signed up, 
he was told he would become a 
weapons loader for the B-52 air- 
planes. Instead, he was 
assigned to work as a weapons 
loader for the Stealth Bomber. 

“I would fly to work five days 
a week, and my wife didn’t 
know where I was going,” he 
said. 


Service personnel who work 
with the Stealth Bomber have 
been cleared by military offi- 
cials to w ork on a highly classi- 
fied project. 

In Saudi Arabia, Dearing 
lived in a home with 25 other 
men. Some of the men lived in 
tents out in the backyard. 

During his stay, he met an 
unusual friend - a wild cat. 

“ Everybody had adopted a 
wild cat,” he said. “They were 
full grown, but they were the 
size of a kitten.” 

One of the two cats that were 
adopted by Dearing and his fel- 
low workers was named Bus- 
ter. In the four months he spent 
over there, Dearing had 
formed an attachment with his 
new friend. 

“It was a good thing because 
two days before I was to leave, 
Buster left and didn’t come 
back,” Dearing said. 

The cats weren’t the only 
oddity Dearing remembers. 

“People over there don’t 
know how to drive,” he said. 
“When you come up to a four- 
way stop, the person who beeps 
first gets to go through the in- 
tersection first,” he said. 

One thing Dearing hopes he 
forgets is the food. 

“Meals ready to eat, just im- 
agine chicken a la king that 
was cooked three years ago,” 
he said. 

Needless to say, Dearing 
didn’t gain weight during his 
stay, in fact he lost 23 pounds. 

The one thing he will never 
forget is the look on the faces of 
the pilots when they climbed 


into their jets on the first day of 
the war. 

“Everybody had the same 
thoughts going through their 
minds - was my training good 
enough?” he said. “We had 
practiced and practiced, but 
now it was for real.” 

Dearing wasn’t the only one 
who was worried. Back home 
in Las Vegas Lisa kept busy so 
she wouldn't think about the 
war. 

She was so busy that many 
times when Dearing tried to 
call, he got the answering 
machine. 

“It is depressing not talking 
to your wife, and then when you 
do call, getting an answering 
machine,” he said. 

It was just as depressing for 
Lisa. “I usually managed to 
miss his phone calls,” she said. 

While in Westland. Dearing 
visited with some of his pen 
pals. He visited students at 
Wildwood Elementary School, 
Hamilton Elementary School 
and St. Mary’s School in 
Wayne. 

“I think it was more of a thrill 
for me than it was for them,” 
he said about the visits. 

Dearing has completed his 
time in the Air Force and has 
returned to Las Vegas, where 
he will begin training to be- 
come a police officer. 

He will miss the Air Force, 
and said he has no regrets for 
the time he spent in the Middle 
East. 

“I’d go back there in a heart- 
beat,” he said

ASTIGMATISM 

Most people are aware of the term ■’astigmatism ’, 
but few could describe it. Many patients fear they 
have some unusual eye disease when told they have 
astigmatism, and it has been blamed for many mala- 
dies, from double vision to headaches. 

So what is astigmatism? It is an imperfection in the curvature of the cornea 
of the eye— the clear dome-shaped structure covering the iris and pupil. Ideal- 
ly, the cornea would be .curved spherically, perfectly round, and in some peo- 
ple it is. But most of us have some degree of astigmatism, meaning the cornea 
is a little bit oblong, or egg-shaped. This affects the focusing ability of the cor- 
nea. The eye can be nearsighted or farsighted at the same time. 

Correction for astigmatism is routinely ground into spectacles, and except 
for rare individuals with unusual amounts of astigmatism, corrected vision 
should be normal. Both eyes are usually affected about equally. 

Soft contact lenses can correct small amounts of astigmatism. Hard or gas 
permeable contacts will be needed for higher levels, as the soft contact will 
conform to the oblong shape of the cornea.

Wayne County officials are 
ironing out the wrinkles in a 
new program which promises 
to steer potentially trouble- 
some youths in a more positive 
direction. 

The program, which is 
known as Model Youth Ser- 
vices System, is described as a 
“new comprehensive system 
proposed for prevention and 
treatment of wayward youth in 
Wayne County.” 

Wayne County Commission- 
er Bernard Parker is chairing 
the committee that is consider- 
ing how the program should be 
implemented. 

He referred to the program 
as a “complete overhaul and 
thorough reform of the aged 
system for handling delin- 
quents in Wayne County.” 

The program is funded by a 
millage proposal approved in 
1988, which has also funded the 
construction of a new county 
jail. 

A public hearing was staged 
April 17. Commissioners on the 
committee presented the possi- 
ble routes and methods that 
could be used to operate the 
program. They also were in- 
terested in receiving feedback 
from the community and the 
various agencies that current- 
ly offer assistance to young 
people who are in danger of 
falling into a life of crime. 


The ordinance is being spon- 
sored by Wayi County Com- 
missioner Jackie Currie. 

“We already think we have a 
very good ordirance, but we 
also want to hear directly from 
he people who work with 
youth,” she said 

Some of the organizations 
that will be called upon in- 
clude: police departments, 
schools, department of social 
services, churches, parents 
and courts, according to a 
spokesman for the commis- 
sion. 

The committee has been 
studying the issue for quite 
some time now, and the public 
hearing is one of the final 
stages. Within weeks the com- 
mittee is expected to decide in 
what direction the program 
should go and how the money 
should be spent. 

Once the program is im- 
plemented, various agencies 
throughout Wayne County will 
provide the services to the 
youths and their families. 


Many of the agencies are 
already providing this kind of 
service, and when the county 
program goes intb affect, coun- 
ty officials will establish con- 
tracts with many of the youth 
assistance services throughout 
Wayne County. With the finan- 
cial assistance from the coun- 
ty, the goal is to offer the prog- 
ram to a greater number of 
young people. 

“The county, in the past, 
hasn’t had very much rehabi- 
litation training for youths up 
until now,” the spokesman 
said. 

Once the program is off and 
running, the overall benefit 
will be to eliminate the in- 
creased number of youths who 
seem to fall off track, or end up 
going down an avenue of crime 

“It is a preventative mea- 
sure. We want to catch kids be- 
fore they get into trouble,” the 
spokesperson said. 

With gang participation on 
an upswing, the program 
couldn’t have come along at a 
better time.

Tax freeze step 
in right direction 

Although there are no clear winners or losers in the 
recent property-tax action taken by the state Legislature, 
it does appear some positive steps are being taken. 

As residents of Michigan, we have waited a long, long 
time for any action to be taken at all on this issue. 

It has been a political football, bandied about from one 
party to the other, House of Representatives to the Senate 
to the governor. 

No plan will please everyone in the state, but some 
change is better than no change. 

The state House of Representatives approved last week 
legislation that would freeze property taxes next year to 
the 1991 level. It was a responsible step to take. 

The Senate version calling for property taxes to be 
rolled back to 1990 levels was irresponsible and would 
have left local school districts and communities in a hole 
so deep they could not have escaped. 

It is time homeowners in this state be given a break and 
the House version of the legislation is that break. 

Local governmental units will have to plan for the 
changes and make some concessions in their budgets, but 
that is what homeowners do every when they receive 
increase property-tax bills. 

Perhaps the more important portion of the House prop- 
osal, however, calls for the voters to decide if property- 
tax assessments should be based on the rate of inflation. 

In 1992, voters would determine the fate of a constitu- 
tional amendment limiting assessment increases to the 
rate of inflation or 5 percent, whichever is less. 

While others have criticized the “meat” of the propos- 
al, we applaud it. 

Assessment increases promote mixed feelings among 
homeowners. Increased assessments mean more re- 
venue at the time of selling the house. During the course of 
their ownership, however, an increased assessment 
means only more money out of their pockets. 

Increases are inevitable as the years pass, but how 
those increases are determined has always been some- 
what questionable. 

To expect a city assessor to determine the value of each 
home in the community is insane. The outcome is usually 
unfair to the bulk of the homeowners. 

The review process allows for some satisfaction for 
homeowners, but the bulk of the residents leave the mat- 
ter feeling overburdened and under-rewarded. 

Tying the assessment increases to the rate of inflation 
is really the only fair method within sight. 

Residents can plan to have their taxes increased by 5 
percent each year, and governmental units could also 
plan accordingly and with more certainty when compil- 
ing their annual budgets. 

It is fair. Everyone will pay their share.

I do not believe money is 
the issue. Accountability is. We 
continue to ask questions but get 
no answers. Why are the SAT 
and MEAP test scores so low? 
Why are the textbooks, some up 
to 13 years old, being used? 
Where are the priorities? 

I think a better solution would 
be to hire an outside consulting 
firm, specializing in business 
turnarounds, to go in and audit 
the books - find out what cuts 
can be made without emotion - 
basically getting rid of the 
waste. Show the cost of reinstat- 
ing the programs that have been 
cut, those vital to our children 
and community. 

If an outside company re- 
evaluated the district, set new, 
realistic objectives and im- 
plemented strategies for re- 
newed stability and strength - 
then announce to the commun- 
ity how much money was 
needed and WHY. I don’t think

the community would hesitate 
to pass a millage increase. 

When private business has 
financial troubles, cuts have to 
be implemented. They are 
made so that they do not affect 
the product or the service. They 
do not go for the jugular vein, if 
they want to stay in business. I 
believe the Wayne/Westland 
School District would be out of 
business, or would certainly be 
in bankruptcy court if it were a 
private business. 

I would like to quote Andrew 
Spisak from the March 14, 1991 
issue of the Westland Eagle. 
“We can either pay now or pay 
later, when they are in prison.” 
If this is the attitude of the 
school board, we have a serious 
problem. We need people who 
believe in our children and our 
community, NOT someone who 
thinks of our children as cri- 
minals.
